OSWESTRY ambulance 
workers say they feel the 
Government does not value 
what they do. 

Crews in the town joined 
other NHS workers in a na¬ 
tional four-hour strike on 
Monday over a pay increase 
dispute. In Oswestry staff 
visited the picket line dur¬ 
ing the industrial action, 
with those who had been on 
the night shift staying on 
after they had finished. 

Oswestry station manager 
Terry Foster said: “It’s four 
hours to try and highlight 
the fact that the Govern¬ 
ment aren’t coming up with 
the goods. 

“We’re just asking for a 
measly one per cent and we 
think it’s not too much to 
ask. 

“It’s the second lot of in¬ 
dustrial action but there is 
more highlighted and we 
will keep doing it. We don’t 
like doing it but we’re forced 
into it and backed into a cor¬ 
ner.” 

Paramedic Mick Stokes 
said: “I’ve been in for 15 
years and never had a pay 
rise above inflation. 

“The public values us but 
the Government doesn’t. 
One per cent won’t address 
the problem, but they won’t 
even give us that. 

“We’re one of those ser¬ 
vices that’s not wanted until 
we’re needed.” The walk¬ 
out has been followed up 
with work-to-rule action in¬ 
cluding an overtime ban and 
staff taking their breaks. 

Talks held 
about road 
system plan 

TALKS are being held to 
change Welshpool’s contro¬ 
versial one-way system. 

Powys County Council 
agreed last year to bring 
in a raft of changes to the 
system in a bid to improve 
safety and traffic flow. 

Welshpool Town Council’s 
planning committee was due 
last night (Wednesday) to 
discuss the system and how 
alterations should be made. 

Councillor Ann Holloway, 
Welshpool town and county 
councillor, said she fears 
someone will be killed be¬ 
fore the changes are made. 

She said: “Someone has 
to stand up and be counted 
now and take urgent action 
against this shambolic road 
system. If they don’t, some¬ 
one will be killed by a car 
sooner rather than later.” 


Zac swings into action to help wildlife

A NINE-year-old boy from a village near Welsh¬ 
pool is so worried about the future of orangutans 
that he has decided to complete a triathlon to raise 
funds to save them. 

Zac McCourt plans to swim 20 lengths, cycle 5km 
and run 3km. The youngster, who attends Leighton 
Primary School and lives in the village, said he is 
determined to raise as much as he can to help the 
threatened beasts. 

His mother Holly Dyer said: “I watched a pro¬ 
gramme about orangutans and palm oil recently 
and was telling Zac about how people destroy the 
rain forest so they can grow the palm oil. 

“The knock-on effect is that the orangutans and 
many other creatures are left homeless or killed or 
wander into villages where they are chased away or 
the babies sometimes kept as pets. 

“Zac was really upset about this and even more 
so when we discovered how many things have palm 
oil in them - biscuits, washing liquid, chocolate, 
bread, soap, noodles and almost everything else. 

“We talked about how we could make a differ¬ 
ence and help the orangutans, checking things we 
buy for palm oil, buying goods with certified sus¬ 
tainable palm oil, talking about it so other people 
know about it and doing some fundraising. 

“We looked online to find an organisation who 
are trying to do something about rescuing and 
saving the orangutans and found the Orangutan 
Foundation UK.” 

She added: “Zac is very sporty and belongs to 
the Welshpool Flash Leisure Centre Piranhas 
Swimming Group and he swims for his school at 
swimming galas. 

“He also belongs to the Hafren Cycling Club and 
he came up with the idea for the triathlon himself 
and was adamant about the distances he wanted 
to do.”

WORRIES BREW 
OVER PUBS AXE 


VILLAGERS in the Oswestry 
and borders area are in dan¬ 
ger of losing more village 
pubs unless campaigns to 
save them prove successful. 

An action group set up to save the 
Cross Keys in Kinnerley has urged 
people to urgently pledge funds to¬ 
wards plans to buy the historic build¬ 
ing as a community asset. 

Residents in Four Crosses are petitioning 
council bosses not to grant planning permission 
for a housing development at their village pub. 

Meanwhile, in Weston Rhyn near Oswestry 
councillors will give their views on plans to con¬ 
vert the Top House pub in the village into an 
Indian restaurant. 

Members of Weston Rhyn Parish Council are 
due to discuss the proposal on Monday. 

Campaigners in Kinnerley say they are in a 
race against time to save the Cross Keys pub.

After a series of planning applications by 
the owner, a developer from the Midlands, the 
parish council has successfully registered the 
property as a community asset. 

This means the council has the right to pre¬ 
vent the owner selling to anyone else - but only 
for a period of six months. 

Now the Cross Keys Action Group is trying 
to apply for grants and other funding with the 
aim of putting in a bid for the pub. 

John Dyson, a member of the action group, 
said: “We have until Christmas Day but we 
need to have pledges of help in as soon as pos¬ 
sible so that we can then apply for external 
funding. 

“The pub is an essential part of village life 
and the loss of such an asset would strike right 
at the heart of Kinnerley - not least because of 
its situation in the centre of the village.” 

Shropshire County Councillor Arthur Wal¬ 
pole said: “I helped when the community regis¬ 
tered the Cross Keys as a community asset and 


I very much hope that it can put together a bid 
to keep it as a village pub.” 

In Four Crosses about 600 people have signed 
a petition against plans to redevelop the Four 
Crosses pub. 

The pub closed earlier this year after a turn¬ 
over of succession of tenants. 

Developer Eagle Court Development Ltd has 
applied to Powys County Council for planning 
permission to convert the pub into three homes 
and build two others on the site. 

One of those against the development, re¬ 
tired schoolmaster Glyn James, said: “In the 
past 25 years there have literally been hun¬ 
dreds of new houses built in Four Crosses so 
to add a few more is hardly necessary at the 
expense of a village amenity. 

“That the inn is no longer viable in its pres¬ 
ent form is undeniable. 

“However, this pub was formerly a thriving 
business and if renovated properly it could be a 
valuable asset to the community again.” 

No date for a decision on the application to 
be made has yet been set by Powys County 
Council.

Staff at the store on 
Shrewsbury Road have been 
told of the decision and told 
the company will try to find 
positions for them in other 
parts of the business. 

Homebase spokeswoman 
Lexie Dabney said: “Home- 
base can confirm that the 
business has entered a pe¬ 
riod of consultation with 
colleagues regarding the 
proposed assignment of the 
Oswestry Homebase store 
lease to another retailer. 

“This proposed transfer 
is part of our plan to reduce 
store numbers to help ena¬ 
ble us to have a smaller but 
stronger business, better 
positioned to support future 
investment and realise po¬ 
tential for greater growth. 

“Subject to consultation, 
we would be looking to find 
roles within the local area 
for those colleagues af¬ 
fected by the changes. Any 
impacted colleagues will be 
invited for an interview for 
future employment in the 
transferred store. 

“We would also be looking 
at capacity in any nearby 
Homebase and Argos stores 
with a view to redeploying 
colleagues wherever pos¬ 
sible, should the proposed 
transfer go ahead.” 

Oswestry Mayor Gareth 
Jones said: “It’s sad for the 
people of Oswestry. I hope 
they can guarantee the jobs 
for people who are working 
there.”

given permission to 
drop the condition for a 
shuttle bus linking the 
complex with the town 
centre. 

Instead a one-off payment 
of £1.3 million is to be given 
to Shropshire Council to in¬ 
vest in the town’s existing 
bus service. 

But the owners of the 
award winning Upstairs 
Downstairs store, Yossi and 
Raine Gliksman, say that 
the funds should be used 
instead to change the town 
centre traffic scheme and 
provide short stay free park¬ 
ing for shoppers. 

Mr Gliksman said the re¬ 
quest to opt out of the park 
and ride condition had come 
as absolutely no surprise. 

“I had never been able to 
see how the developer could 
afford to run a park and 
ride scheme for 20 years,” 
he said. 

“It was never going to 
happen. 

“Park and ride was simply 
a carrot that was dangled by 
the developer to those coun¬ 
cillors who granted planning 
permission for the scheme. 

“Losing the park and 
ride is yet another blow for 
Oswestry town centre.” 

The couple say money 
should be spent on improv¬ 
ing the town centre for 
shoppers. 

“We have to re-open Cross 
Street to traffic and get 
some free on street parking 
for those people who want to 
support their local traders,” 
they said.

DETAILED plans for where pylons 
will go to carry a 33-mile power line 
across the countryside near Oswestry 
and Welshpool have been put on show. 

A new map showing the exact route 
of the 400kv line was on display at 
Whittington Senior Citizens Hall near 
Oswestry for the first in the latest se¬ 
ries of consultations organised by Na¬ 
tional Grid. 

Those who attended remained di¬ 
vided over whether the controversial 
project was justified. 

The new line would run from a 
planned electricity sub-station at Cefn 
Coch near Welshpool to Lower Frank- 


ton, passing between Oswestry and 
Welshpool. 

The line would use low height lat¬ 
tice pylons, which are 38 metres tall, 
through Powys, then run underground 
through part of the Meifod valley be¬ 
fore coming back above ground and 
travelling on 35 metre tall T pylons 
through Shropshire. 

Among those who attended the 
drop-in session on Monday was re¬ 
tired teacher Philip Morris. He said: 
“It sounds like they’ve got all the an¬ 
swers to my questions. I asked a lot 
of questions and they didn’t stumble 
with any. It seems as if they’re going to 


be quite sympathetic in how they put 
the pylons in. I think it will be quite 
straightforward now, providing they 
carry out what they have said they 
will do.” 

But local resident Frank Davis, 52, 
from Babbinswood, said he was still 
opposed to the pylons. 

He said: “It’s been presented very 
well but do I agree with the plan? No. I 
don’t think the wind farm or turbines 
are value for money and I don’t see 
why we should have this power line 
blotted across the countryside.” 

Consultation sessions will be held in 
numerous villages until January 17.

Anti-drilling campaigners 
get ready for colder weeks 


THE winter weather is starting to bite, but 
campaigners at an anti-drilling camp say 
they are prepared to sit out whatever the ele¬ 
ments throw at them. 

For some of those who are living at ‘Castle Dudle- 
ston’ a makeshift camp on the site of a planned ex¬ 
ploratory drill site for a company wanting to extract 
coal bed methane, it will be the second winter they 
have spent living an outdoor life in their campaign 
against unconventional gas extraction. 


Half a dozen ‘protectors’ 
as they like to be called, 
moved onto the site on 
Brooklands Farm at Dud- 
leston between St Martins 
and Ellesmere at the end of 
the summer. 

The ongoing campaign 
follows several public meet¬ 
ings and a protest march in 
Oswestry by people worried 
about the impact the coal 
bed methane plans will have 
on the environment in the 
wider area. 

Over the weeks a wooden 
castle, built from pallets, 
corrugated metal and wa¬ 
terproof tarpaulins have 
replaced tents at Castle 
Dudleston and a remarkable 
amount of furniture, from 
sofas to log burning stoves, 
has been carried across 
fields to make their home as 
cosy as possible. 

Supporters have been do¬ 
nating items, from old sleep¬ 
ing bags and quilts to food, 
from batteries to wood for 
log burners. The protectors 
are now sitting out the time 
until the next Shropshire 
Council meeting on Decem¬ 
ber 16 when councillors will 
decide whether to rubber 
stamp their recent in prin¬ 
ciple decision to overturn 
planning officers’ guidance 
and refuse permission for 
the exploratory drilling. 

One of the residents, 
known only as ‘Yellow Belly’ 
said: “The weather is not a 
problem the castle is hold¬ 
ing well - even against the 
recent winds. 

“For us this is the sec¬ 
ond winter we endeavour to

fight on to protect the land 
and its fauna and flora. Un¬ 
conventional extraction has 
no place at sea or land.” 

He and the other protec¬ 
tors said they had been de¬ 
lighted by the in principle 
decision. He said: “The deci¬ 
sion by the council to object 
has installed much needed 
faith in humanity. We have 
so much admiration and 
respect for the eight coun¬ 
cillors who voted against 
the industry. These are the 
people who care and who 
protect the people who have 
elected them.” 

The opposition continues 
as North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson welcomed 
Government plans to drill 
hundreds of boreholes 
across the country to prove 
the safety of controversial 
fracking. The former En¬ 
vironment Secretary said 
drilling for shale gas could 
bring “enormous opportu¬ 
nity and prosperity to rural 
areas”. 

Mr Paterson said: “I am 
strongly in favour of frack¬ 
ing. It really is important 
to convince people. There 
is absolutely no way we are 
cutting corners or cutting 
down the rigour of our en¬ 
vironmental regulation, 
and done professionally and 
properly there is nothing to 
fear.” 

The Government says it 
is committed to supporting 
activity such as methane ex¬ 
traction and fracking.

War planes will feature at popular air show

War planes will be the feature attrac¬ 
tion at an air show next year.

The show is held in memory of 
Welshpool man Bob Jones who died in 
a plane crash on Long Mountain near 
the town in January 2012. 

Mr Jones, 60, had been flying in a 
Piper Navajo plane with former easy- 
Jet pilot Steve Carr, 55, from Ruthin, 
North Wales, when the plane came 


down after hitting cloud covered trees. 
Both men were killed. 

Mr Jones founded Mid Wales Air¬ 
port in Welshpool and was one of the 
town’s most well-known residents be¬ 
fore his death. 

The Welshpool Air Show was re¬ 
named in his honour after he died. 

Martin Evans, show spokesman, 
said: “The organising committee of 
the Bob Jones Memorial Air show at 
Welshpool Airport are pleased to con¬ 
firm that the Great War Display Team 
are booked to display at next year’s 
show on June 14t. 

“In these centenary years, what 
could be a more fitting display for the 
skies overhead Welshpool? Nine rep¬ 
lica aircraft, of five different types will 


perform choreographed dogfights right 
above our heads.” 

The planes used will include the 
Fokker DR1 Triplane, as flown by 
Baron Richthofen, a Sopwith Tri¬ 
plane, the first of the triplanes, Royal 
Aircraft Factory BE2c, Britain’s first 
ever military aeroplane, Royal Aircraft 
Factory SE5a, the workhorse of the 
Royal Flying Corps and Junkers CL1, 
a German ground attack monoplane 
aircraft. 

Mr Evans added: “The 2014 air show 
was an overwhelming success both on 
the ground and in the air. This year 
we are looking to book a bumper show 
of eclectic flying displays that will top 
even that.”

Dot 
Basham said she was delighted that Shropshire Council had now agreed to the request.

NIP calls for 
Britain to 
exit the EU 

OSWESTRY’S MP Owen Paterson has 
called for Britain to start the process to 
quit the European Union. 

North Shropshire MP Mr Paterson, a 
former Cabinet minister, said David Cam¬ 
eron should instigate procedures to nego¬ 
tiate Britain’s exit from the EU should he 
win the next General Election before then 
putting the matter to the public in a ref¬ 
erendum. 

Former Environment Secretary Mr Pat¬ 
erson said he believed that Britain should 
invoke Article 50 of the Lisbon Treaty, 
which would seek to put in motion proce¬ 
dures to negotiate the terms of Britain’s 
exit from the EU. 

The terms could then be put to the public 
in a referendum. 

He wanted to see Britain withdraw from 
the political union that the European 
Union had become. 

And he said he wanted Britain to focus 
solely on drawing up a free trade agree¬ 
ment. 

He said: “There is too little discussion on 
how we should engineer an orderly tran¬ 
sition from our position as a half-hearted 
member of the EU to a confident, independ¬ 
ent member of the global community. 

“I would like to see our Government 
brought back within the control of our own 
Parliament.” 

“It is critical to remember that the eco¬ 
nomic single market and the political EU 
are not one and the same thing,” Mr Pat¬ 
erson added.

speed of traffic on St Martins Road when 
she takes her granddaughter Caitlin, now 
eight, to school each day. 

“It was just after Christmas 2013 when 
I decided to start a petition for a crossing. 

“Within days we had got hundreds of 
signatures, such is the strength of feeling 
in Gobowen,” Mrs Basham, a retired trans¬ 
port manager, said. 

She said that at one time there had been 
hopes that Shropshire Council might have 
agreed to a pelican crossing at the site. 

The safety campaigner said: “That 
turned out to be over optimistic. 

“However, we are absolutely delighted 
that at last the St Martins Road will have 
a crossing. 

“I understand that plans could go to 
Gobowen Parish Council as early as its De¬ 
cember meeting with work starting in the 
new year.” 

“The crossing will help not only children 
going to school but everyone that has to 
cross that road at anytime of the day. 

“People are continuing to speed along the 
road. Recently I saw mothers with children 
in the car not only driving far too fast but 
using their mobile phones. It is so danger¬ 
ous.” 

“I have lived here for 36 years and when 
my girls were at the school we had not one 
but two lollipop attendants in the village.” 

“It was when the last one finished that it 
became noticeable just how dangerous the 
road is.” 

Families throughout the village have 
supported Mrs Basham’s campaign and 
Gobowen Primary School has also got on 
board, organising a competition for chil¬ 
dren to design warning signs which were 
placed along St Martins Road urging mo¬ 
torists to stick to the speed limit. 

Residents have reported numerous near 
misses as youngsters try to get across the 
busy road for lessons. 

Highways bosses installed Vehicle Acti¬ 
vated Signs last year on St Martins Road 
in a bid to slow traffic. The signs light 
up a warning telling motorists they have 
breached the 30mph limit.

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Listing plea for tollhouse 
wins councillors' support

AN ancient tollhouse could be saved from demolition if a bid to Eng¬ 
lish Heritage to list it proves successful. 

Oswestry Town Council is to invite English Heritage to list the Gatehouse, 
now a private dwelling, on Shrewsbury Road, as a building of historical im¬ 
portance, despite some saying that there was very little of the original house 
remaining. 

The call follows a planning application from the discount food chain Aldi to build a 
store on the surrounding land and to demolish the tollhouse. Councillors at a town cpun- 

- cil meeting voted by eight votes to three 

votes to ask English Heritage to list the 
Gatehouse. 

Councillor Sandy Best, who proposed a 
motion to go to English Heritage, said the 
building was one of the main tollhouses 
that had been part of Thomas Telford’s 
route to Holyhead. 

“We have already lost six of the toll¬ 
houses in this area, including two in 
Oswestry itself,” she said. 

“This building is of high historical value. 
“If we lost this we will contribute to the 
erosion of our visual, physical history. 

“Will we in future have to go to Blist Hill 
Museum to see a tollhouse or read about it 
on the interpretation board that Aldi is pro¬ 
posing to put up in place of the building.” 

Councillor Chris Schofield said that nei¬ 
ther English Heritage nor Oswestry Civic 
Society had expressed concerns about the 
possible demolition of the building. 

“This building has none of the original 
feature left,” he said. “ 

Where do we draw the line at listing 
buildings? It is the current owners of the 
building I feel sorry for.” 

Former teacher, Councillor Rebecca 
Evans said: “However little of the original 
elements are left, it is still important. 

“History is brought to life so much more 
for children if there is something to see 
rather than just looking at a drawing.” 

Councillor Margaret Chamberlain said: 
“The building is part of Oswestry’s herit¬ 
age. 

“If it goes it can never be replaced, we 
should treasure these buildings.” 

At the beginning of the meeting a spokes¬ 
man for Aldi told councillors that a heritage 
expert had inspected the building and said 
that there was so little of the original left, 
there was little chance of it being accepted 
for listing. 

She said that if Aldi was given planning 
permission for its new store, it would install 
an interpretation board with historical pho¬ 
tographs and information about tollhouses 
to mark that one had stood on the site. 


Fears over 
helicopter 
are allayed 

FEARS that a helicopter used by the po¬ 
lice force which covers Welshpool would 
be scrapped have been allayed after it was 
confirmed it will keep flying. 

Dyfed-Powys Police had feared it would 
lose its helicopter and see it replaced by ei¬ 
ther a plane or a shared craft with another 
force. 

But Christopher Salmon, the force’s 
commissioner, has confirmed it will have a 
new helicopter delivered early next year at 
a cost of £890,000 a year. 

Mr Salmon said the current helicopter, 
based at the force airfield in Pembrey, Car¬ 
marthenshire, will be replaced with a new 
model soon. 

He said: “This is great news for commu¬ 
nities across our four counties. 

“I’ve been determined for this police 
force to improve air cover across Car¬ 
marthenshire, Ceredigion, Pembrokeshire 
and Powys. This force covers a huge area 
- more than half of Wales - and policing 
locations so far apart brings unique chal¬ 
lenges.” 

Mr Salmon and Chief Constable Simon 
Prince have spent several months work¬ 
ing towards a deal with the new National 
Police Air Service (NPAS) which is being 
rolled out following a review of air support 
for England and Wales. The deal will see 
Dyfed-Powys’s own helicopter remain at 
Pembrey then be replaced at the same air¬ 
port by an Airbus EC 135 helicopter owned 
and maintained by NPAS.

Tough lesson handed out 
at wrestling fight night

Fearless reporter Andrew 
MORRIS enters the ring 
with a legendary wrestling 
superstar in Welshpool 

HE stands six foot six inches 
tall and weighs more than 21 
stone - most of which is solid 
muscle. 

And he has his foot forced down on 
my chest. 

Ladies and gentlemen, meet Mason 
Ryan, “The Porthmadog Powerhouse”, 
a colossal brick tower of a man who has 
taken on some of the biggest names in 
the business, including Triple H, John 
Cena and Randy Orton. 

And now the World Wrestling Enter¬ 
tainment (WWE) Superstar is giving 
me - a novice - a taste of what it takes 
to become one of the greatest wrestlers 
in the world. 

Slamming 

Apparently it involves headlocks, 
sleeper holds and slamming me on to the 
canvas right in the middle of Welshpool 
Town Hall. Don’t, whatever you do, tell 
him that all wrestling is “fake”. 

“People can say what they like about 
wrestling,” says Mason, real name Barri 
Griffiths. “But there’s no way you can 
fake being slammed onto the ground by 
a guy twice your size.” 

He’s right. And you can take that 
from me. We’re in Welshpool Town Hall, 
where, on this Friday night, a Welsh 
Wrestling all-star event is taking place, 
featuring Mason, three-time Welsh Heav¬ 
yweight Champion Stevie Starr, masked 
man of mystery Magico and larger-than- 
life behemoth Big Dog. 

“We’ve been coming to Welshpool for 
years,” says Welsh Wrestling promoter 
Alan Ravenhill. “It’s one of our favourite 
towns to work in. 


“The town hall crowd are always hot, 
and we were hoping that by adding a 
WWE star to the show, it will repay the 
fans for their loyalty and I think it’s 
worked. 

“Wrestling is still incredibly popular 
across the world - always has been and 
I hope it always will be. 

“There is something about a good guy 
and a bad guy squaring off against each 
other which has always appealed to fans 
of all ages through the generations. 

“Children and adults love it and 
whether you are watching the WWE or 
Welsh Wrestling, there is something for 
everyone to cheer or boo and it is some¬ 
thing families can watch together.” 

It’s certainly a popular sport, and has 
moved far away from the Saturday af¬ 
ternoon wrestling bouts of Big Daddy 
and Giant Haystacks that many of us 
will remember watching on TV. 


Nowadays there is the likes of John 
“The Machine” Titan, another tower¬ 
ing figure, but one with a real story of 
overcoming the odds. 

In 2007, he was hospitalised with a 
bowel disease that saw him laid up for 
three months. 

“I went from 17st down to list and 
they told me I was highly unlikely to 
but the weight back on or ever be able 
to wrestle again or take part in contact 
sports again,” he says. 

“It just sucked all the life out of me.” 

But The Machine refused to accept 
the doctors’ verdict, got back in train¬ 
ing and worked his way back up the lad¬ 
der to become one of the top wrestlers 
in Wales. 

“This is what I want to do,” he tells 
me. “I didn’t want to go down the usual 
road and wrestling is what I love to do. I 
want to see how far I can take it.” 


If he follows the example of Mason 
Ryan, then he could take it very far 
indeed. Mason first began wrestling in 
Wales for promoter Orig Williams, but 
was soon snapped up for Skyl’s re-make 
of Gladiators in the late 2000s. 

With his impressive physique and cha¬ 
risma Mason quickly rose to fame, be¬ 
fore WWE boss Vince McMahon signed 
him to a long-term contract and he 
moved to America. 

“It was an absolute whirlwind and I 
can’t believe where the last five years 
have gone,” he admits. One minute I 
was wrestling with my colleagues here 
in Wales, the next I was making my 
debut in a main event match between 
the two biggest stars in the company, 
John Cena and CM Punk. All of a sud¬ 
den I was thrust into the spotlight of 
20,000 people in the arena watching me 
- and millions more across the globe. 

“It was a surreal moment but one I 
will always treasure. 

Achieved 

“I loved my time in the WWE, it is the 
pinnacle of wrestling and I’m proud of 
what I achieved.” 

During the show at Welshpool Town 
Hall, Mason not only gave me a beat¬ 
ing, but also pinned Kade Callous, who 
famously beat Lembit Opik at the same 
venue in 2012, and then went on to win 
a Battle Royale - a multi-competitor 
match in which wrestlers are eliminated 
until only one remains. 

The fans loved all of it. And it seems 
the smiles extend to the competitors. 

“It has been six years since I’ve wres¬ 
tled at the town hall in Welshpool and 
since then I’ve wrestled all over the 
world with the WWE, but wrestling in 
front of my home nation is always a very 
special moment to me,” says Mason. 

“You haven’t seen the last of Mason 
Ryan,” he said. 

I hope that’s true - but I also hope that 
when I do see him again, Mason will be 
in the ring, and I’ll be safe in the audi¬ 
ence.

The haematology unit in Shrews¬ 
bury diagnosed me with a rare blood 
condition over 11 years ago and after 
giving me blood transfusions for six 
hours, they did lots of tests and scans 
to find out why my white cells were 
killing my red cells. 

Now, with regular blood tests and 
intravenous treatment, I am having 
a good quality of life. I would like to 


thank all blood donors who regularly 
give blood. Living here in Wales near 
the English border we have raised 
thousands of pounds towards the Lin- 
gen Cancer and Haematology Centre 
at the RSH. Years ago we had many 
money-raising events towards the Co¬ 
balt Unit. 

A few years ago I collapsed and was 
taken to Telford Hospital for blood 
transfusions. 

This made me realise that the A&E 
department should remain at Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital. 

That extra journey to Telford could 


be a killer especially if there were hold¬ 
ups due to a road accident, queuing 
holiday traffic or road works which 
would slow up ambulances and take 
up valuable time. 

We don’t seem to have support from 
the Welsh Assembly here in Mid and 
North Powys; everything seems to be 
about South Wales. 

Bronglais Hospital, Aberystwyth, 
needs to be upgraded but they seem to 
be trying to downgrade it. This hospi¬ 
tal would support North West Powys.

But councillors went against the advice of planning officers and refused permission 
- at a meeting of Shropshire Council’s north

Councillors said Oswestry Rural Parish 
Council had objected and that residents 
wanted the area to be seen as open coun¬ 
tryside. 

Councillor Joyce Barrow, who was unable 
to vote, said that a local village plan had 
stated that the area should be classified as 
open countryside. 

“Trefonen has already doubled in size in 
the last 20 years, much of that development 
in the last 10 years,” she said. 

“It is a rural village and this threatens 
to alter the character of the area. We know 
that developers and builders want to build 
in areas like Trefonen. But this does not 
mean that there is a need to build. 

“We must not allow building all over our 
open countryside.” 

Historian Dr George Nash spoke object¬ 
ing to the development because of its effect 
on not only Offa’s Dyke but also the Offa’s 
Dyke footpath. This part of the footpath 
was, he said, once an 18th century water¬ 
course linking Trefonen with the historical 
industry of the time. 

Parish councillor Tony Cheetham said 
400 letters of objection showed the strength 
of feeling against the plans. 

“I live on Offa’s Dyke and I know its im¬ 
portance to the area,” he said.

Dyfed-Powys Police, 
which serves people in 
the Welshpool area, said 
it handed out fines to 447 
people who were using their 
phones while driving during 
the two-week All Wales An¬ 
ti-Mobile Phone While driv¬ 
ing campaign. 

Chief Inspector Darren 
Wareing, of the Roads Po¬ 
licing Unit, said: “It is dis¬ 
appointing that so many 
drivers chose to ignore our 
warnings. Even the most 
experienced or competent 
of drivers can be easily dis¬ 
tracted and a slight lapse in 
concentration can have seri¬ 
ous consequences. 

“Along with drink driv¬ 
ing, speeding, not wearing 
a seatbelt and driving care¬ 
lessly, using a mobile phone 
behind the wheel, whether 
it be texting, using an app, 
or making a phone call is 
classed as one of the ‘Fatal 
5’ - the five most common 
causes of fatal road traffic 
collisions. 

“With the increased use 
of smart phones we are see¬ 
ing drivers being distracted 
whilst accessing their apps, 
reading their e-mails or ac¬ 
cessing the internet. 

“Drivers need to be aware 
that these actions carry the 
same danger and the same 
penalty.”

Policing issues are raised 


POLICE in Oswestry used the inter¬ 
net to connect with residents by tak¬ 
ing part in an online Partners and 
Communities Together (PACT) meet¬ 
ing. 

During the meeting Oswestry police 
sergeant Scott Barnes, along with In¬ 
spector Rik Klair and Sergeant Claire 
Greenaway answered questions and 
gave advice to people who logged in to 
the real-time text chat. 

The officers were asked about the 
closure of police station front counters 
earlier this year and they admitted it 
had been a blow. 

Sgt Barnes said: “The closure of sta¬ 
tion front counters was a decision that 
was based on the number of people 
using front counters and found there 
were very few. 


“This is due to a combination of rea¬ 
sons including the reliance on emails 
and social media. It was felt that with 
alternative methods of contact being 
used savings could be made. 

“It was a disappointment to lose the 
front counters but the question if the 
closures are going to plan can also be 
answered by the public, how has it af¬ 
fected them. As a service it is the views 
of the public which we should also take 
into consideration.” 

Other topics covered during the 
meeting included bicycle safety and 
security, drivers using mobile phones, 
and praise for a quiet Halloween with 
little trouble. 

The online meeting was designed to 
allow people who normally don’t get 
the opportunity to attend a physical 


meeting to have a chance to take part 
from the comfort of their homes.

New body for 
dance service 


A NEW charitable organisation will be 
set up to take over the running of a cash- 
strapped council’s in-house dance service. 

Powys County Council says it is exter¬ 
nalising Powys Dance by setting up a new 
Charitable Incorporated Organisation (CIO) 
as it bids to save £70 million by 2020. 

A new board of trustees will be formed 
and people have until December 15 to apply 
for a place. 

Amanda Griffkin, manager of Powys 
Dance, said about the move: “Establishing 
a new independent organisation presents 
exciting opportunities for Powys Dance in 
its new form to access alternative funding 
from a wider variety of sources and to op¬ 
erate much more flexibly by engaging new 
partners and the community more actively 
in the planning and delivery of its future 
work.” 


There are 16 town councillors, all elected, 
with one youth representative. The council¬ 
lors meet every Wednesday during the year 
to make decisions and set policy which the 
town clerk then carries out reporting to the 
councillors and things progress. 

“The town council is responsible for the 
town hall, markets, public toilets, tourist 
information office, The Armoury, country 
park, playgrounds, events including the Air 
Show, carnival, Christmas lights, Winter 
Festival and more, CCTV, station car park, 
meals on wheels, consultations and soon the 
day centre. 

“The town council does not have respon¬ 
sibility for roads’ design and upkeep, edu¬ 
cation, social services, planning, housing, 
street cleaning, rubbish collection, re-cy- 
cling, car parks, car parking controls and 
loading, library service and much more. 

“Often the town councillors are blamed 
for actions taken by the county council. The 
town council asks that people check first be¬ 
fore making any comments. 

“Councillors encourage people to express 
their views, this is part of the democratic 
process. However there is a line to be drawn 
when it gets abusive and untrue accusations 
are made in the public arena.”

Sister takes on 
skydive to raise 
cash for charity 

A WOMAN who saw her brother die from an horrific dis¬ 
ease within a week of falling ill has helped to raise more 
than £2,000 for the charity that raises awareness of its 
symptoms. 

Paul Davies, known as Slim, from Ellesmere, died in De¬ 
cember 2012 from the flesh eating bug, necrotising fasciitis. 

His family say he went to the doctor at the beginning of 
the week - and was dead by the end of it. 

Sister Karen Schofield, from Oswestry, said that after 
struggling to come to terms with Paul’s death, she decided 
she had to do something to try and ensure others did not 
die the same way. She teamed up with family friend, Ra¬ 
chael Cartwright to do a sponsored skydive in August and 
now the money, £2,305, has been handed over to the Lee 
Spark Necrotising Fasciitis Foundation, which was set up 
in memory of another victim who was just 23 when he died. 

Mr Davies, 46, a refuse collector, had been diagnosed 
with diabetes but was otherwise healthy until he developed 
what doctors thought was an abscess in his groin. 

“He quickly fell very ill, was taken into hospital and, by 
the end of the week he had lost his life,” Mrs Schofield said. 

“The bacteria is so aggressive that very soon after his 
death we were advised that no one should go to see his body 
to pay their respects.” 

“It is an horrific illness and the year after Paul’s death 
was awful for all the family. But after struggling for a long 
time I wanted to channel my anger at Paul’s death into a 
more positive thing. So Rachael and I decided to raise some 
money and we did the skydive. We were amazed at every¬ 
one’s kindness, from our families and friends to Paul’s 
former work colleagues at the depots in Wem, Oswestry, 
Craven Arms and Shrewsbury.” 

Famous tree in 
running for prize 


LLANFYLLIN’S Lone¬ 
ly Tree will have to go up 
against a tree said to have 
been the hideout of Robin 
Hood and his Merry Men to 
win European Tree of the 
Year prize. 

The Woodland Trust has 
announced the Major Oak 
in Sherwood Forest Coun¬ 
try Park has won been voted 
England’s tree of the year. 

The oak in Nottingham¬ 
shire won almost a fifth (18 
per cent) of nearly 13,000 
votes cast in the public poll 
run by the conservation 
charity. 

The tree will represent 
England in the European 
Tree of the Year contest, 
run by the Environmental 
Partnership Association, 
taking place in February. 

It will join the Lonely 
Tree above Llanfyllin in 
Mid Wales, which was blown 


over in the winter storms 
earlier this year, and Scot¬ 
land’s Lady Tree at Loch 
of the Lowes in Perthshire, 
home to the world’s oldest 
breeding osprey, and which 
are representing their coun¬ 
tries in the European com¬ 
petition. The Major Oak, 
thought to be between 800 
and 1,000 years old, beat 
the ancient oak Old Knobb- 
ley in Essex and the Ickwell 
Oak in Bedfordshire to be 
crowned English tree of the 
year. 

The Lonely Tree won the 
Welsh competition thanks 
to huge community support. 

Organisations and coun¬ 
cillors came to the tree’s res¬ 
cue after it was blown over 
in gales. It is hoped work 
to bury the roots in soil has 
helped save the tree, which 
has stood over the town of 
Llanfyllin for generations.

Murmurations provide us 
with a magni ficent sight 


THERE are perhaps three wildlife 
spectacles that are above and 
beyond all other phenomenons 
in the natural world. 

Happily for you and me they all take 
place in the months of November and 
December. 

True enough the first of these is pretty 
much over, the great deer rut, but the other 
two are in full swing. 

The deer rut is alas not really a Shrop¬ 
shire speciality and one must journey to 
Cannock Chase for the drama. The second 
of the three is the salmon run which I com¬ 
mented on last week. 

The last great event is truly unmissable. 

It does not start particularly auspiciously; 
a small speckled bird here and there, prob¬ 
ing your lawn for a morsel of food or visit¬ 
ing the bird table in a gathering of five or 
six. Then, at the right time and in the right 
place suddenly the tsunami arrives. 

Hundreds of thousands of starlings erupt 
into view, turning their portion of sky to 
black and pulsing as if driven on by some 
grand and magnificent orchestra. Murmu¬ 
rations as these fascinating flockings are 
called, can seem bewildering and peculiarly 
eccentric. There is no doubt that this is per¬ 
chance the greatest demonstration of the 
zest of life on Earth to be experienced by us 
Salopians, but why do they do it? 

The answer is actually quite simple. As 
with everything in nature this is a fight for 
survival. Starlings are tasty morsels for 
peregrines, merlins and sparrowhawks. 

One bird cannot hope to stave off an at¬ 
tack by these predators, but with ‘safety 
in numbers’ and every individual trying to

avoid the edge where adept birds of prey 
can sometimes snatch a victim, they can at 
least increase their own chances that some¬ 
one else will be eaten in their stead. 

Indeed watch a murmuration for long 
enough and you’ll usually see the entire 
mass twist and turn more sharply than 
usual. Pay particular attention to that 
area and you can often pick out a larger 
bird, usually a sparrowhawk, in amongst 
them. Starlings are intelligent and deliber¬ 
ating birds. As the small flocks return from 
their day’s foraging on fields and in gardens 
and join the ‘cloud’, we can see that all each 
individual bird is doing is reacting to the 
movement of its neighbour. 

Sadly, starlings have recently declined 
sharply; the breeding population is down by 
some 73 per cent since 1970. It is not clear 
what lies behind this fall, but it is probably 
due to the loss of nest cavities and a decline 
in the rough pasture where they find insects 
which form the backbone of their diet. 

So where to see them? Huge gatherings 
are usually on show at the Brighton and 
Eastbourne piers; Westhay Moor, Somer¬ 
set; Slimbridge, Gloucestershire; Aberyst¬ 
wyth; Leighton Moss, Lancashire and our 
very own Whixall Moss in North Shrop¬ 
shire, my local patch; and how lucky we are 
to still see them.

More women 
getting help for 
alcohol issues 

A WORRYING number of older women in Shropshire are 
entering formal treatment for alcoholism, according to 
new figures. 

Nearly one in 10 of those starting treatment is now a 
woman aged 60 or more, which compares to just six per 
cent five years ago, according to the latest statistics from 
Public Health England. 

Kevin Marshall, of the alcohol support organisation 
Aquarius, said there was strong anecdotal evidence of a 
growing problem with drinking among women aged 55 to 
65 in Shropshire. 

He said, across the wider West Midlands region, women 
aged 55 to 65 was the biggest category for new referrals for 
help with drink problems. 

“In Shropshire, there are mobility issues, it is a very 
rural county, and people can feel a sense of social isolation,” 
said Mr Marshall. 

“Also, there are life-changing events, kids leaving home, 
people having more time to themselves, and of course, when 
you’re over 50, you find yourself going to more funerals.” 

However, Mr Marshall said it might also be that older 
women were now more confident in seeking help to deal 
with their problems. “In Shropshire we have done a lot of 
work raising awareness,” he added. 

In contrast, women beginning treatment for alcoholism 
between the ages of 18 and 29 went down — from 18per 
cent five years ago to 14 per cent, according to latest figures 
from Public Health England, quoted by the Priory Group, 
best known for offering rehabilitation to troubled celebri¬ 
ties. 

The figures show a similar trend among older men, with 
eight per cent of those males entering treatment being over 
60 compared to six per cent five years ago. 

The number of men aged between 18 and 29 entering 
treatment was 15 per cent last year from 19 per cent in 
2008/09. Some 835 people - men and women - died during 
treatment in 2013/14. 

Priory consultant psychiatrist Dr Paul Mclaren said: “A 
common pattern is for regular drinkers, who have had their 
consumption constrained by the structure of working, tip¬ 
ping into harmful drinking in retirement.”

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Hot hatch is a crazy riot 



By James Parker 

Take one Fiat 500, add a crazy 
turbocharged engine, spicy bod- 
ykit and wait for the fireworks. 
Fiat’s evergreen 500 has been 
turned into a fire-breathing hot 
hatch before by legendary firm 
Abarth, but the latest version is 
now a permanent addition to the 
range. 

Available in semi-sensible Turismo or the 
100 per cent barmy Competitzione guise 
tested here, the Abarth 500 is not for the 
faint of heart. 

There’s a turbocharged 1.4-litre petrol 
unit up front that offers a healthy 158bhp but 
more significantly 170lb.ft of torque. The ex¬ 
terior wears a seriously tough bodykit and 
gorgeous alloy wheel options, while there’s 
stiffer suspension and uprated brakes too. 
There’s some interesting touches inside too, 
such as the attractive metal-topped gearlev- 
er. 

It’s hard not to love the Abarth 500’s 
looks, even though from some angles it is 
almost comically pumped up. 

From a rational point of view, it has the 
proportions of a roller-skate, with a short 
wheelbase, big wheels and a minimal ride 
height, but it just makes you want to get in 
and drive it. 

Any notion that the standard 500 is a car 
‘just for girls’ is dismissed in a flash when 
it’s turned into an Abarth. Those in the know 
recognise the badge and those that don’t 
are intrigued. 

Don’t forget that the Abarth is still a city 
car, however much its transformation has 
rendered it better suited to the open road. 

So up front there is a respectable amount 
of space for adults but the driving position 


is better suited to those under six feet in 
height. In the rear it’s kids or adults who are 
willing, rather than pure luxury. 

This particular 595 had the optional leath¬ 
er bucket seats, which are terrifically sup¬ 
portive and look superb. In fact it’s very easy 
to be carried away with the options list, es¬ 
pecially when the end result is so much fun. 

Drive the 595 in the manner it deserves 
and you’ll revel in the gloriously torquey en¬ 
gine, the raucous exhaust note and the way 
in which it dives into bends with limitless en¬ 
thusiasm. 

It’s a car that works best when you chuck

it about rather than use a delicate hand. Do 
so and it’s a complete riot, as well as re¬ 
markably quick. Turn down the wick and it’s 
a little more like hard work. The great han¬ 
dling comes from the stiff suspension which 
means bumps are 

There’s actually quite a bit of competition 
at this price level, and on the one hand the 
595 Competitzione is far from cheap. 

However, it does come with a lot of kit too; 
items like Xenonheadlights and the glorious 
exhaust system are all standard. 

Go mad with the options list and you can 
break the £20k mark.

Tesla now in the Midlands 


Electric car maker Tesla con¬ 
tinues its expansion in the 
UK with the launch of a new 
West Midlands-based store 
and six ‘Supercharger’ re¬ 
charging points. 

A five-minute drive from A45 and 
A38, the Tesla Birmingham retail and 
service centre in Digbeth is the firm’s 
fourth UK store. 

By the end of 2014, customers will 
be able to visit Tesla stores and ser¬ 
vice centres across the country. The 


company is currently recruiting for 
upcoming sales and service facilities 
in Manchester, Bristol, Newcastle and 
Edinburgh. 

The company also continues to ex¬ 
pand its charging network, with six Su¬ 
percharging sites now open. 

In London, three new Supercharg¬ 
ing sites at Canary Wharf, Tower 
Bridge and Westfield White City add to 
locations at Portman Square and Roy¬ 
al Victoria Docks. 

As well as Tesla’s existing site in 
Birmingham, the company has added 


Reading, Bristol and Edinburgh to its 
network. Within the next six months, 
the company claims Model S drivers 
will be able to drive the length of the 
UK relying only on Superchargers. 

Commenting on the company’s 
progress, Georg Ell, Tesla’s country 
director for the UK and Ireland, said:

It may have disappeared with 
a whimper but Mercedes has 
announced it’s reintroducing 
its super-luxury Maybach 
nameplate next year. 

In the face of modest sales and stiff 
competition from the likes of Bentley 
and Rolls-Royce, Mercedes’ first at¬ 
tempt at reintroducing the premium 
historic marque wasn’t the success 


the German firm had hoped for. This 
time around, and helped by a new¬ 
er, more accomplished base mod¬ 
el S-Class platform to work with, 
Mercedes is promising levels of luxury 
and performance not seen from the 
brand for some time. 

Now positioned as a sub-brand and 
no longer a standalone marque, indus¬

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Convertible is practical 
and good day-to-day

Who can doubt that over 
the last few years the Audi 
car company has moved 
onwards in huge leaps and 
bounds and been challeng¬ 
ing other German car manu¬ 
facturers to be placed as the 
Number 1 premium car man¬ 
ufacturer. 

The range has grown dramatically to 
over 40 derivatives of the vehicle that 
carry the fourcircular rings as its logo. 
With the A3, Audi has effectively invent¬ 
ed the small compact segment and 
with huge sales in the UK alone, it was 
only a matter of time before a further 
derivative arrived and the cabriolet ap¬ 
peared on the scene. 


As with all manufacturers, to stand 
still is to commit suicide and now the 
A3 has received a further makeover 
to enhance its already pleasant and 
appealing features. Audi already has 
the A5 and TT Roadster in its stable 
but with the A3 it now has a compact 
four seater convertible. It gives a sporty 
driving experience that is also func¬ 
tional for everyday use. It also enables 
accessibility for those whose budgets 
may not extent to the somewhat larger 
A5 or the space restricted TT. 

The designers have looked careful¬ 
ly at the A3 and the new version is as 
you would expect slightly larger than 
the vehicle it replaces and this trans¬ 
lates in to more passenger space and 
a little bit more possible practicality in 
the interior. Audi has appeared to have 
adopted the philosophy of if something 
is not broken then let’s not try and 
repair it and there is a huge similarity 
between the previous vehicle and the 


new incumbent. There is a mixture from 
the part’s bin as is understandable and 
the vehicle now has a longer bodywork 
that has changed quite considerably at 
the rear, behind the roof section. 

One noticeable change is the imple¬ 
mentation of the high level brake lights 
that are now on the leading edge of the 
boot lid. 

One thing that Audi did look careful¬ 
ly at with the original A3, and this has 
been continued with the new vehicle, is 
its handling and its loss of rigidity due 
to the roof being removed. 

The engineers have strengthened 
the A pillars, sills, bulkhead and the 
floor, by the utilization of high tensile 
steel and because these features are 
low in the vehicle the centre of gravity 
remains lower and this enhances the 
handling dynamics. 

With the A3 Audi has continued with 
the use of canvas for the roof, avoiding 
the tin top versions. 


The thermal and acoustics features 
of this fabric roof are just as good as 
being in a conventional saloon and it 
is somewhat difficult to differentiate be¬ 
tween driving a soft top and a hard one. 

This is down to the insulation and 
also the closeness of the fit and the 
quality of the machines utilised. 

The roof folds in to an area all of its 
own that does sadly encroach slightly 
in to the boot space as it needs a de¬ 
vice to lower a section of the boot so 
as not to crush articles when it’s used. 

Incredible 

That having been said the boot is 
reasonably generous and the opening 
aperture is narrow but it makes up for 
this by being wide. One feature with the 
roof that is quite incredible and during 
our test period I actually did try it out 
due to the inclement weather, is the 
facility to put the roof back in to place 


whilst travelling at up to 30 mph. I was 
pessimistic that this might work and 
was concerned that with the roof raised 
it would give the appearance of a sail 
and could possibly be damaged. But 
at 20 mph it worked effectively and we 
were cocooned in warmth and avoided 
the heavy rain storm that developed. 

Audi has continued with their tradi¬ 
tion of badging them as a Standard, 
Sport and S-line. 

The choice of engines is betwixt 
petrol and diesel with a diminutive 1.2 
TFi producing 105 bhp as the entry 
level and my particular test vehicle the 
Sport, was equipped with the 2-litre 
140 bhp diesel. This produces a low 
110 kgs of C02 which is going to put it 
in to the lower category for excise duty. 

The performance from the extremely 
pleasant 2-litre diesel was sufficient to 
give a potential top speed of 139 mph; 
the 0-60 gallop could be achieved in 
marginally under 9 seconds. Audi 


claim 67.3 mpg on the combined cy¬ 
cle and during my week with the ve¬ 
hicle and over 500 miles, I managed 
to achieve 50.7 mpg according to the 
computer fitted. 

From an ownership, driving perspec¬ 
tive the A3 had a sharp steering and felt 
dynamically secure in most conditions. 
With the roof down there was quite a 
considerable amount of buffeting but 
with the rear wind deflector in place this 
reduced this to a more than acceptable 
level and made the vehicle extremely 
comfortable. Two negatives with the 
wind deflector, however. It makes the 
vehicle a two seater car, as it complete¬ 
ly takes over the rear. The other big crit¬ 
icism is how anybody can justify £290 
for a bit of tube and some netting. 

A3 cabriolets are available from 
£20,915 for the 1.2-litre petrol and the 
top of the range 2-litre petrol S-line, will 
set you back £28,790. My 2-litre TDi 
Sport was priced at £27,820.

Griffiths riding high off-road 


A LEADING local cyclist has swapped 
the open road for forest trails and dirt 
tracks this winter. 

But Dave Griffiths, 37 from Oswest¬ 
ry, is making the transition from road 
racing to cyclo cross look easy as he 
climbs his way up the West Midlands 
Cyclo Cross League table. 

The father-of-two who, in the 
summer months, races with Shrews¬ 
bury-based Paramount Performance 
Cycle Racing Team, is currently 
ranked 11th out of 180 riders in the 
league and is aiming for a top 10 finish 
by the end of the winter season. 

“This is the first time I’ve had a 
proper stab at cyclo cross and I’m ab¬ 
solutely loving it,” said Griffiths, who 
works in Shrewsbury as a consultant 
engineer. “The first races have been 


really brilliant and I’m actually doing 
much better than I ever expected.” 

Most cyclists tend to take time off 
during the winter months but Grif¬ 
fiths admits a lack of summer training 
has driven his motivation for cyclo 
cross. 

“I didn’t do as much training over 
the summer as I would have liked due 
to family commitments so felt like I 
needed to do something to keep my 
fitness levels up over the winter,” he 
said. 

“Cyclo cross is just a bit different 
and is great fun. 

“It’s very different from road racing 
and the transition has really tested my 
strength, ability and skill. 

“With cyclo cross you race flat out 
for an hour on circuits which are 


mainly grass, dirt and forest trails 
which can be really challenging. 

“I’m obviously used to being in the 
saddle for much longer periods and 
would only just be warming up after 
an hour so it is a real change of pace. 

“I’m really pleased with my perfor¬ 
mance so far though and it would be 
great to finish in the top 10.” 

Griffiths said the other factor he re¬ 
ally enjoyed about cyclo cross racing 
was the family atmosphere. 

“It is so family friendly,” he added. 
“It is a sport for all ages and abilities. 

“It is really fantastic to watch 
the younger children race as well as 
adults. It’s a super atmosphere.” 

Griffiths is being supported by 
Stan’s Cycles of Shrewsbury, which 
sponsors the Paramount team.
